-At an early, period,; when the , art; of 
.writing was known to' but few, it was com- 
monly, the. cuetom'for men to wear rings on 
which some distinguished sign or badge 
wbr engraved,, so that by OBing itaa-a'seal 
the owner could givB a proof of authen- 
ticity to letters or other documents. Thus, 
when some royal personage wished to del- 
e'gata his power to one of: his officials it 
was not unusual for him to hand over bis 
signet ring, by means of which the full 
royal authority could be given lb the writ- 
ten command of the subordinate. At a 
later date the ring became a great favorite 
with tiie common folk, more especially at 
bethrothals and weddings. '■' 

It ia today .very much in favor with all 
classes of people as a cheriahed ornament. 
But the political ring is of- modern origin 
and the source of much heart-ache and diB- 
cuseioa. '. It hog no refference to that beau- 
tiful emblem of love . and affection or its 
blissful association/ By the way, the ab- 
sence of this kind of newspaper literature, 
and the bitter, comments on this topic, as 
aIso # the discarded political ': machine and 
its silence; is noted. The last that was 
beard of the latter was badly smashed last 
winter at Peoria, at the time of the state 
convention when Judge Yates was nom- 
inated for governor. It may be well to 
refer to this convention occasionally for it 
was a remarkable one' in 1 many respects. 
It -wofl held at an unusual date, and ; after a 
short but vigorous canvas, stirred up much 
interest among political adherents of the 
several candidates for the governor's chair. 
When the delegates met in convention 
it was manifest thai the Cook county ma- 
chine had control of the convention by its 
being able to elect the chairman. After 
the 6rst battle the contest seemed to have 
narrowed down to between Judge Hanecy 
of Cook and Congressman Reeves.of La 
Salle. The Lake county delegates was for 
Reeves as nguinst Hanecy, but when the 
second ballot was announced it settled the 
case for Hanecy and the so-called machine. 
Cook county .would not support .'either 
Carter or Keeves, and without asking for 
fa vow, patronage, concessions or even time, 
through the. personal efforts of Billy Lori- 
mer the Cook county delegation went over 
to Tales and he was nominated regularly 
on the fourth ballot, thus leaving Judge 
Yates perfectly free and untrameled from 
pledges or favors of whatsoever kind or 
nature, As Judge Yates said at the time, 
''bad the convention >been prolonged at 
nicht there is no telling what might have 
happened." The writer was a Yates friend 
from the first intelligence of his candidacy, 
The gallant 89th 'III, ..Volunteers, of 
which a company was raised in this county 
and commanded by Capt. R. S. Botsford; 
was christened, tho "Yates Phalanx," after 
the . great war governor of Illinois, the 
father of Judge Yates, the present nominee 
for governor of 1Mb Btate, . In 1893 at a 
reunion of the regiment held in. Illinois 
building, worlds fair, Chicago, judge 
Yates and his mother, upon their applica- 
tion, were unanimously made honorary 
members- of the regiment. So long ago, 
and when he had no aspirations for the 
high honor of being a candidate for-gov-; 
ernorpf. one of the grandest states of the 
union, did he manifest Lib love for the 
old soldiers and their cause. The' unos- 
tentatious ceremony being performed the 
mother and son signed the regimental roll 
and thus'have been recognized as membcra 
and especial friends by the ex-soldiers of 
the regiment. 

Our comrade was born in 1860 and con- 
sequently could have but alight recollection 
of the exciting times of the groat rebellion.

An Interesting: Letter Inscribing the 

Mining Industry and the' Future' 

of VEaster Sunday;* Mine. 

Rollins, 11 1., Sept: 22, 1900.' 
iEnrou Antioch Nnwis:,. Dear Sir-^- 
Having just'iotnrndd from a; visit .to the 
Waukegflh and Washington 'Mining 1 , and 
Smelting company's' property in nbrth : * 
eastern Washington,' Stevens county, and 
as thorb are;a. large number of .stockholders 
in this county "who. are" read era: .of your vat-! 
uable.paper, .wo tbought'a few lines about 
our trip might be of interest Jto tho stock- 
holders here, and wo take thiB way of 
reaching them through your columns. 

We arrived in St. Paul on. the morning 
of the 5th of this month, visited the'JUin- 
nesota state fare during the- day, left at 
I0i20 p. m. over the Northern Pacific, ar- 
rived at Spokane at 4 % o 'clock a. m. on tho 
8th, left Spokane at 10 iSO.over the Spokane 
Fails and Northernior "Eo'saburg, arrived 
inBo8sburg"nt3p,'rn. We wore mot nt 
the depot*. by. Mn- Arthur' Strlpo and 
drove into camp that evening, a distance 
of 22 miles, reaching camp about 10 p. m. 
After having partaken of everything good 
for the inner man, we retired for the night. 
We found the boys' here all in the best of 
spirits, They have everything to make 
them comfortable. Tho buildings they 
have erected make one think of .an Jndinn 
village:' Room-will not allow .me to .go 
into details,- but will say that they have the 
finest equipped camp to be found in the 
west. '' 

'■■■ On.Monday, the 10th, the whistle of the 
engfhe;which runs the diamond drill made 
the dense forest ring for tho ; first time. 
Tuo company has one of the best drills to 
be found on the market and an experienced 
man to operate it for tba present, he having 
just returned from South Africa, where he 
has been operating drills in the famous 
Rand mines for his company, .; Tho drill 
will be operated by. Mr. Charles Raught in 
tho near future. ' It is the plans of tho 
company to run the drill night and day as 
Boon us all hands get familiar with the 
work. The machinery is working nicely, 
they, baring drilled about fifteen feet on 
the day before we left. The stones that do 
the cutting are black diamonds found in 
South Africa, 

The, company has a shaft sunk about 140 
feet. We went down into the shaft and 
there met a sight rare to be seen at that 
depth. The nater. is pumped from the 
bottom of the shaft to tho boiler and the 
drill by steam pump. 

We -visited all the adjoining mines, but 
saw nothing that equals the "Easter Sun- 
day." The timber there is as fine, as can 
be found anywhere on the reservation; 
which we find is a large item Itself in 
mining, as it takes lots of timber. To give 
some idea of the straigbtness of tho timber, 
the company has a flag pole 79. feet in 
length, which is only, six inches at the butt 
and three Inches nt the top. On the 11th 
wo visited the smelters nt Ncrthport and 
wero shown through the works by Mr, 
Moffet and Mr, Arthur Strip, who accom- 
panied us on the trip. 

From there wo went to Rosslond, British 
Columbia, where tho famous Le Roy mines 
ore situated,. Wo arrived at Rossland 
about 8 o'clock a, m, on the 12th. . The 
city was handsomely decorated with British 
and American flags! the city having.enter- 
thinod Lord Minlo and wife on the pre- 
vious evening, on account of a big strike 
recently made in the Le Roy mines. The 
mine is valued now at $100,000,000. Tho 
stock is quoted at $46 per shore on tho 
London market, ,it having advanced 811 
per share the day before our visit. 

We visited the Center Star, War Eagle, 
Nickle Plate, Joseo No. 1, No. 2, Red Star, 
Iron Mask and others, which are all devel- 
oped mines, and nowhere did we find such 
a showing of rock as that of the Enster 
Sunday, for tho reason . that the ore from 
the Easter Sunday assays higher in gold 
and silver than any of the Rossland mines. 
From Rossland we went to Bossburg, 
Will say right hero that we passed through 
the roughest country to- be found on the 
continent.' The cars running on the sides 
of the maunlains, switching back and forth, 
but all the time climbing. We could not 
see the bottom of the cannon nor the tops 
of the mountain from the car window. 
Arrived in camp on the 18th. 

On the 15th we visited Spokane where 
we were royally entertained by Mr. and 
Mrs, Moffet, who reside there/ LeftSpokane 
on the IGth, arrived at homo on the 19th, 
having hod a very enjoyable . trip. Will 
say that the company will be pleased at any 
time to have the stockholders visit their 
property, and we can say from experience 
that the company will do everything in 
their power to Bhow you the property and 
make your visit to the camp on enjoyable 
one.

CHINESE EXPLODE MINES. 

Allies Lose 800 Killed and "Wounded In 
St orminif of PcltanfE Forts. 
Five thousand' Russians and Germans 
attacked the Poitang forts Thursday 
morning. After a bloody battle the forts 
were destroyed. Throe hundred of -.the 
nilles were killed and 'wounded by land 
mines exploded by the Chinese. The 
latter lost heavily. The attack on tbe 
forts began at 2 a, m. The forts replied 
with a hot artillery fire, well directed 
ngainst tbe;comp of the" Russiun Infan- 
try. At daybreak the allied forces ad- 
vanced and the Chinese received them 
with a rattling rlilc fire, In addition to 
shells from .heavy giiUB. The ground 
was mined ove'r which the allies ad- 
vanced and the explosion of the mines 
killed and wounded almost all the 300 
men who fell.

Men Under Orders of BchnylkHIBheriff 
Fire with Awftil Effect. 

Two persons nre dead and tcu Injured 
as the result of a collision between riot- 
ous strikers and a sheriffs posse at Shen- 
andoah, Pa. Of the twelve who fell nine 
were bit, by bullets fired by the Slate's 
ofllcers. Since daylight. In the. morning 
a spirit of turbulence had .prevailed in 
nud 'around the town, which culminated 
In the evening In a series of riots be- 
tween striking mobs of miners and mine 
'bosses and mon.on their way home from 
the mines. . One mnn and a little gfrl 
were killed. 

Sheriff Toole nnd Deputies O'DonnelJ 
and Brennemnn. were 'called to Shenan- 
doah to suppress the mobs that threat- 
ened mine workers and colliery property. 
At quitting 'time tho three sheriffs and a 
Binnll posse whom 'the Bherlfl" had sum- 
moned on the ground wont to the Indian 
Rldgo colliery of tlie Reading company 
to escort the wbrkingmen to. their homes., 
The colliery Is located a short distance; 
east of Shenandoah* The workmen left 
for home shortly orter 4 o'clock. They 
walked up the middle of East Center 
street and reached the Lehigh Vnlley 
railroad station, Here had gathered a 
large crowd of Poles, Slays and Hunga- 
rians, men, -women and children, who 
lined, both- sides of tlie street." 

A shot rang out from a, saloon. This 
was followed by n 'shower of Btones, 
Many*of the crowd hud picked up sticks 
and stones and were acting in a threat- 
ening manner. V Seeing tills, the sheriff, 
who had previously cautioned his men to 
keep cool and not to use their firearms, 
commanded them to fire. The order was 
obeyed, with- terrible results. The crowd 
pursued the sheriff anil IiIb posse to the 
Ferguson house, where they took refuge..
